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Deficit  battle  rages 
as  treasury  runs  dry 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  While  the 
;bvernment  lived  hand-to-mouth 
vithout  credit  in  what  President 
Reagan  called  an  “emergency  situa¬ 
tion,  ”  the  Senate  tried  again  Monday 
o  break  its  deadlock  over  a  balanced- 
fudget  plan  that  has  stalled  legislar 
>jbn  to  increase  federal  borrowing  au¬ 
thority. 

‘  “We  have  to  do  Something,”  said 
Senate  Majority  Leader  Robert  Dole, 
t-Kan.  But  there  was  no  indication  of 
(quick  end  to  the  tangle  that  kept  the 
Senate  in  session  over  the  weekend 
I  tnd  delayed  action  on  increasing  the 
tational  debt  limit  to  a' landmark  $2 
rillion. 

At  the  White  House,  Reagan  urged 
,  gathering  of  Republican  supporters . 
i  o  work  for  passage  of  the  plan  to  set 
}  |  Jtatutory  limits  on  federal  budget  de- 
icits  in  order  to  achieve  a  balanced 
•udget  by  1991. 


“That’s  one  proposal  that  is  worth 
fighting  for,”  Reagan  said  in  his  fifth 
pitch  in  four  days  for  the  plan. 

He  Iso  complained  that  the  proposal 
was  “being  held  hostage.”  Debate 
without  action  has  pushed  the  federal 
government  into  an  emergency  situa¬ 
tion,  President  Reagan  said.  “We 
need  the  debt  ceiling  increase 
passed.” 

Despite  Reagan’s  warning,  the 
government  operated  normally 
Monday. 

However,  John  J.  Niehenke,  acting  • 
assistant  Treasury  secretary  for 
domestic  finance,  said  the  govern¬ 
ment  had  a  cash  balance  of  $6.2  billion 
at  the  close  of  business  Friday  and 
this  was  likely  to  be  exhausted 
Monday. 

Deputy  Treasury  Secretary 
Richard  G.  Darman  sent  Dole  a  letter 
—  one  of  a  series  from  the  Treasury 


Department  —  pleading  for  action  on 
the  debt  limit.  He  wrote  that  when 
the  government  till  becomes  empty, 
“It  is  my  understanding  that ...  the 
Federal  Reserve  will  then  have  to 
notify  the  banking  system  not  to  hon¬ 
or  any  government  checks  or  electro¬ 
nic  fund  transfers.” 

The  Reagan  administration  has  re¬ 
quested  an  increase  in  the  national 
debt  limit  from  its  current  $1,824  tril¬ 
lion  to  $2,078  trillion. 

The  House  increased  the  debt  limit 
on  Aug.  1  as  part  of  the  budget  out¬ 
line  it  passed.  But  a  separate  vote  is 
needed  in  the  Senate. 

Supporters  of  the  balanced  budget 
plan  offered  by  Senators  Phil  Gramm, 
R-Texas,  Warren  Rudman,  R-N.H., 
and  Ernest  F.  Hollings,  D-S.C.,  have 
seized  the  debt  limit  legislation  to 
force  action  on  their  proposal. 


Y  professors  study 
new  budget  plans 

Say  amendment  will  not  accomplish  goal

Two  BYU  professors  say  the  proposed  balanced  budget 
nendment  now  before  Congress  will  not  accomplish  what 
is  meant  to. 

Gary  Bryner,  a  political  science  professor,  said  “There 
■e  many  arguments  for  and  against  the  amendment,  and 
s  important  to  point  them  all  out.  However,  I  think  that 
i. amendment  is  probably  not  important  to  getting  the 
lidget  balanced.” 

Bruce  Kimzey,  an  economics  professpr,  said,  “I  am  per- 
llnally  opposed  to  the  amendment  because  I  don’t  think  it 
■Mil  work.” 

nThe  two  are  at  odds  concerning  the  possibilities  of  the 
Ijnendment  being  passed. 

If  Bryner  said  there  is  little  chance  of  the  amendment 
Iliing  passed,  due  to  apathy  on  the  part  of  the  public  as 
Ikjl  as  Congress.  “Amending  the  constitution  requires  a 
■eat  deal  of  mafivation-andTnitiatiw* 'qndthe  balanced 
idget  amendment  hasn’t  raised  that  much  interest,”  he 
.id. 

iKimzey,  however,  said  congress  will  pass  the  amend- 
ent  to  avoid  a  constitutional  convention.  Two  more 
ates  ratifying  balanced  budget  resolutions  will  force 
mgress  to  take  this  unwelcome  action.  . 

Constitutional  convention 
“At  a  constitutional  convention,  people  can  bring  up  any 
institutional  issue,  not  just  the  budget.  Congress  doesn’t 
ant  that  to  happen,  so  they  will  probably  pass  the  amend- 
\  ent,”  he  said. 

kc  “Of  course,  then  it  has  to  be  ratified  by  38  states,  and  I’m 

I  it  sure  that  will  happen,  and  certainly  not  quickly.  I  don’t 

II  ink  we  can  look  for  a  viable  budget  amendment  within 
e  decade,”  Kimzey  said. 

There  are  many  issues  to  be  considered,  he  said.  “Some 
gue  that  the  most  positive  aspect  of  a  budget  amend- 
ent  is  symbolic.  People  will  see  that  congress  is  really 
rious  about  balancing  the  budget,”  said  Bryner. 
Kimzey  said  it  is  more  of  a  way  for  the  people  to  show 
Dngress  they  mean  business,  and  is  the  only  way  to  force 
Dngress  to  balance  the  budget. 

“It  is  the  only  way  to  get  them  to  commit  to  it,”  he  said. 

!  “Proponents  say  a  balanced  budget  will  force  Congress 
make  choices  between  budget  requests,”  said  Bryner. 
i  lather  than  trying  to  accomodate  everyone,  they’ll  see 
/  (at  they  have  only  a  limited  amount  of  money  to  work 
lj  ith.” 

Kimzey  does  riot  agree.  “Congress  will  just  move  prog¬ 


rams  off  budget,”  he  said.  “They  won’t  do  what  really  has 
to  be  done  to  balance  the  budget — cut  expenditures.  That 
is  an  unpopular  move,  so  politicians  won’t  do  it,  he  said. 
Instead,  they  will  balance  the  budget  technically,  but  with 
so  many  expenditures  off  budget,  we  won’t  be  any  better 
off.” 

No  agreement 

“Everyone  will  say  that. they  need  to  cut,  but  no  one  will 
agree  on  how  or  where,  so  it  won’t  get  done,”  said  Kimzey. 

Another  argument  made  in  favor  of  an  amendment  com¬ 
es  from  people  who  feel  government  should  be  paying  for 
what  it  is  spending.  “They  don’t  think  that  future  genera¬ 
tions  should  have  to  be  paying  for  our  extravagances,” 
Bryner  said. 

“The  obvious  solution  is  to  get  Congress  to  balance  the 
budget  —  not  make  an  amendment,  which  will  take  years 
and  probably  won’t  accomplish  anything,”  said  Kimzey. 

Other  opponents  of  the  amendment  say  the  government 
should  have  the  flexibility  of  deficit  spending.  They  say 
the  government  should  be  able  to  borrow  whenever  there 
is  a  need. 

“Then  there  are  those  who  promote  a  capital/operation¬ 
al  budget.  They  say  that  operational  expenses  should  be  • 
different  from  expenses  for  major  projects,  such  as  high¬ 
ways  and  buildings,”  Bryner  said. 

“Since  future  generations  benefit  from  projects  such  as 
that,  it’s  not  a  problem  to  have  a  deficit  for  them.  I  think 
the  capital  and  operational  budgeting  is  far  more  impor¬ 
tant  than  getting  an  ammendment,”  Bryner  said. 

‘Desirable  step’ 

Kimzey  said  he  partially  agrees.  “A  capital  budget  is 
certainly  a  desirable  step,”  he  said,  “But  it  is  not  going  to 
solve  the  problem.  That  will  make  the  analysis  of  the 
deficit  much  more  accurate,  but  will  not  balance  the 
budget.” 

Kimzey  said  he  does  not  have  confidence  Congress  will 
ever  balance  the  budget  —  amendment  or  not. 

“Congress  will  say  they  can’t  balance  the  budget,  which 
is  untrue.  They  can  do  it,  they  just  don’t  want  to.  What  we 
need  is  a  responsible  Congress.  Right  now,  we  have  an 
irresponsible  Congress,  and  we  have  had  for  years. 

“I  am  very  pessimistic  about  the  Congress’s  ability  to 
deal  with  this  problem.  They  will  make  political,  not  eco¬ 
nomic  decisions,  while  balancing  the  budget  is  economic,” 
Kimzey  said.  “What  we  need  is  to  elect  a  bunch  of  re¬ 
sponsible  congressmen  who  will  be  willing  to  serve  just 
one  term  to  get  in  there  and  make  the  cuts  that  need  to  be 
made,  then  be  voted  out  of  office,”  said  Kimzey.

County  residents  aid 
quake  relief  efforts

Utah  County  residents  provided 
$3,600  to  help  at  least  32  families 
affected  by  the  Mexican  earthquake 


“I  decided  to  do  it  on  my  own  as  a 
citizen  representing  Utah  Valley,” 
said  Arturo  Dehoyas,  a  professor  of 
sociology  at  BYU.  He  collected  the 
money  and  took  it  to  Mexico  on 
Sept.  27  because  he  said  he  felt  it 
would  be  a  more  direct  form  of  relief. 

A  native  of  Monterrey,  Mexico,  De¬ 
hoyas  decided  to  give  direct  help  only 
to  mothers  of  families  because  “in  the 
long  lines  seeking  food,  water  and  the 
immediate  necessities  of  survival, 
three  to  four  hours  after  impact  time, 
it  is  the  mothers  we  see  there,  not  the 
fathers,”  he  said. 

He  approached  women  standing  in 
line  for  tickets  for  food  and  blankets 
and  spoke  with  them.  “I  came  close  to 
these  women  and  asked  them  about 
their  homes,  their  children  and  their 
future  plans,”  he  said. 

After  mentally  selecting  ten 
mothers,  he  distributed  $100  cash  in 
Bibles  to  avoid  jealousy  and  anger  on 


the  part  of  those  who  could  not  be 
included,  he  said. 

One  family  living  in  a  tent  made  of 
cardboard  and  plastic  received  $100, 
and  more  than  26  women  in  a  home  for 
mothers  received  $50  bills.  “What  I 
gave  to  some  of  the  families  was  the 
equivalant  to  one  month’s  salary,”  he 
said. 

The  remaining  funds  were  given  to 
The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints  and  Catholic  religious 
leaders  to  aid  additional  families,  he 
said. 

Dehoyas  observed  ongoing  rescue 
operations  in  areas  destroyed  by  fal¬ 
len  buildings.  “Mexico  City  will  have 
to  undergo  a  demolition  of  several 
thousand  buildings.  It  will  take 
years,”  he  said. 

The  earthquake  occurred  at  about 
7:19  a.m.  when  most  of  the  population 
was  on  its  way  to  work,  he  said. 

“If  the  disaster  had  happened  30 
minutes  before,  thousands  of  people 
would  have  been  trapped  inside  their 
homes.  Thirty  minutes  later  and 
workmen  would  have  been  trapped 
inside  the  buildings.  Mexico  City 
would  have  become  a  cemetery,”  he 
said.

Cahill  said  there  are  many  protes- 
tant  critics  of  the  LDS  Church,  but  he 
knew  of  no  religioris  that,  as  a  whole, 
have  “taken  on  the  church,  so  to 
speak.” 

He  said  sometimes  an  individual 
pastor  of  a  particular  denomination 
will  publicly  criticize  the  church,  but 
his  collegues  may  not  share  the  same 
opinion. 

“There  are  members  of  the  church 
who,  in  one  way  or  another,  express 
criticism  openly  against  the  church. 
They  have  always  existed  and  always 
will,”  Cahill  said. 

Although  criticism  seems  to  have 
intensified  during  the  past  few  years, 
it  is  not  nearly  as  intense  as  the  critic¬ 
ism  that  prevailed  during  the  1800s 
and  early  1900s,  he  said. 

According  to  a  recent  article  by 
Associated  Press  Writer  Michael 
White,  the  general  conference  ser¬ 
mons  addressing  the  issue  of  criticism 
portray  the  church  to  be  “digging  in 
against  its  critics,  both  within  and 
without.” 

White  also  wrote:  “Mormon  leaders 
told  their  followers  the  church  won’t 
tolerate  those  who  publicly  discredit 
its  doctrines  or  its  leaders,  past  and 
present.”

BEIRUT,  Lebanon  (AP)  —  A  cal¬ 
ler  claiming  to  represent  the  captors 
of  three  Soviet  Embassy  employees 
said  Monday  they  will  be  held  until 
the  United  States  and  Soviet  Union 
join  forces  to  end  Lebanon’s  10-year- 
old  civil  war. 

He  also  threatened  the  abductions 
of  more  Soviet  and  American  citizens 
as  a  means  of  putting  pressure  on  the 
superpowers.  The  authenticity  of  the 
call  could  not  be  determined. 

An  anonymous  caller  who  said  he 
represented  a  fundamentalist  Sunni 
Moslem  group  named  the  Islamic  Li¬ 
beration  Organization  claimed  re¬ 
sponsibility  for  the  kidnap  of  four 
Soviet  Embassy  staff  members  a 
week  ago.  One  of  them  was  killed  and 
his  body  dumped  in  a  vacant 
lot.  The  group  demanded  that  Mos¬ 
cow  force  Syri,  its  main  Middle  East 
ally,  to  call  off  leftist  .riiilitias  that 
were  besieging  fundamentalist  Sunni 
fighters  in  the  northern  port  city  of 
Tripoli. 

Truce  declared 

The  body  of  Cultural  attache 
Arkady  Katkov,  32,  was  found 
Wednesday,  and  the  Syrians  declared 
a  cease-fire  in  Tripoli  on  Thursday, 
ending  19  days  of  fighting  in  which 
more  than  500  people  had  been  killed. 

Two  other  diplomats  and  the 
embassy  physician  still  are  held. 

The  man  who  telephoned  a  West¬ 
ern  news  agency  Monday  read  a 
statement  in  Arabic. 

He  called  the  truce  in  Tripoli  “a 
folkloric  move  that  does  not  neces¬ 
sarily  mean  the  conspiracy  against 


the  Moslems  is  over.  The  heretics 
.think  they  can  irivest  this  truce  to  de¬ 
ceive  us  into  releasing  the  (Soviet) 
hostages.  We  emphasize  that  this 
(kidnap)  operation  will  not  end  that 
easily  and  it  will  not  be  the  last.  We 
shall  not  release  the  hostages.”

No  hostages  freed 

The  statement  said  no  Soviet  hos¬ 
tages  would  be  freed  unless  President 
Reagan  and  Soviet  leader  Mikhail  S. 
Gorbachev  agree  at  their  summit 
next  month  in  Geneva  to  “terminate 
the  Lebanese  tragedy  and  the  suffer¬ 
ings  of  the  Lebanese  people.” 

It  was  the  first  communication  pur¬ 
porting  to  be  from  the  Islamic  Libera¬ 
tion  Organization  since  a  caller  claim¬ 
ing  to  represent  it  said  suicide  bom¬ 
bers  would  blow  up  the  Soviet 
Embassy  on  Friday. 

The  suicide  bombers  never  mater¬ 
ialized,  but  three-quarters  of  the  150 


Soviets  in  Beirut  were  evacuated  to 
Moscow  via  Damascus,  Syria! 

The  past  week’s  events  have  put 
the  superpowers  in  the  unique  posi¬ 
tion  of  facing  a  common  threat  from 
Islamic  fundamentalists. 

U.S.  previous  target 

As  Israel’s  main  supporter,  the  Un¬ 
ited  States  had  been  the  principal 
target  until  the  four  Soviets  were 
seized. 

On  Friday,  the  shadowy  organiza¬ 
tion  Islamic  Holy  War  claimed  in  a 
statement  published  that  it  had  killed 
kidnapped  U.S.  Embassy  political 
officer  William  Buckley,  57,  in  re¬ 
venge  for  alleged  U.S.  complicity  in 
Israel’s  air  strike  last  week  on  the 
Palestirie  Liberation  Organization 
headquarters  in  Tunisia. 

There  has  been  no  independent 
confirmation  of  Buckley’s  death. 

Islamic  Holy  War  demands  free¬ 
dom  for  17  comrades  imprisoned  in 
Kuwait  for  bombing  the  U.S.  and 
French  embassies  and  other  targets 
there  in  1983. 

Eight  Americans  abducted 

Eight  Americans,  including  Buck- 
ley,  have  been  abducted  since  Janu¬ 
ary  1984.  One  apparently  escaped  and 
another  was  released  Sept.  14. 
Washington  had  moved  its  embasss  to 
Christian  east  Beirut  earlier  because 
of  suicide  bombings  in  which  more 
than  250  Americans  were  killed. 

Now  the  Soviets  have  the  same 
problem.  Several  Soviet-bloc  ambas¬ 
sadors  have  met  with  Amin  Gemayel, 
Lebanon’s  Christian  president,  to  re¬ 
quest  better  security. 


Mayoral 
hopefuls 
speak  out

Orem’s  four  mayoral  candidates  are 
re-emphasizing  the  themes  of  their 
campaigns,  hoping  to  attract  votes  as 
residents'  go  to  the  polls  today. 

Business  —  attracting  it  and  cater¬ 
ing  to  it  —  is  a  common  theme  in  some 
of  the  campaigns.  Citizen  involve¬ 
ment  and  giving  heed  to  residents’ 
requests  are  other  themes. 

Today’s  primary  election  will  pare 
the  field  of  four  candidates  to  two, 
who  will  then  continue  their  campaign 
efforts  in  hopes  of  winning  the  city’s 
top  position  in  the  November  general 
election. 

Following  is  a  brief  report  of  what 
each  candidate  believes  are  the  major 
issues  of  the  election: 

George  Halley  —  Development  of 
the  business  community  may  be 
necessary,  but  citizens  should  always 
have  the  final  word  on  anything  that 
may  threaten  their  residential  lifes¬ 
tyles,  Halley  said. 

Halley  said  his  campaign  centers  on 
one  word  —  honesty. 

“Other  than  that,  I  do  not  have 
much  else  to  say  about  present  or  past 
issues,”  he  said. 

Halley,  who  attended  both  BYU 
and  the  University  of  Pennsylvania, 
said  “the  only  degree  that  I  have  is  a 
degree  from  the  college  of  hard 
knocks. 

“I  haven’t  had  any  political  experi¬ 
ence,  but  I  feel  that  doing  the  will  of 
the  people  and  letting  people  be  more 
involved  in  city  government  is  the 
way  to  go,”  he  said. 

“One  way  to  improve  Orem’s 
mayoral  position  is  to  make  it  a  full¬ 
time  job,”  said  Halley. 

Dale  W.  Nelson  —  Orem  needs 
leaders  who  can  provide  the  city  with 
financial  and  business  experience, 
says  Nelson. 

Nelson,  who  has  a  bachelor’s  de¬ 
gree  in  international  trade  from  the 
University  of  Georgetown,  said  his 
business  background  qualifies  him  to 
meet  Orem’s  needs. 

“There  is  enough  business  here  in 
Orem,  but  there  is  not  a  structure  to 
it,”  he  said.  “We  need  to  develop  our 
local  resources.  Eighty  percent  of  the 
business  developed  in  Oretn  should 
come  from  the  people  in  Orem.  The 
other  20  percent  should  be  brought  in 
from  elsewhere,”  he  said. 

Jeff  White  —  Orem  government  no 
longer  serves  and  strengthens 
business;  it  irritates  business,  said 
White. 

“As  Orem  grows,  we  need  to  meet 
the  needs  of  the  people,  whether  it  be 
more  water  or  whatever.  But  right 
now,  the  need  is  for  less  government. 

I  think  government  should  be  less  of 
an  influence  in  people’s  lives.  I  think 
that  citizens  should  have  more  free¬ 
dom  and  say  in  the  city’s  function,” 
said  White. 

The  city’s  current  organization 
gives  too  much  power  to  appointed 
officials,  he  said,  and  added  he  advo¬ 
cates  abolishing  the  city  manager 
government  in  favor  of  a  full-time 
mayor. 

White,  who  has  a  bachelor’s  degree- 
in  sociology  from  BYU,  operates  a 
mobile  ski  business. 

Blaine  Willes  —  Willes  points  to 
his  service  on  the  SCERA  board  of 
directors,  with  the  Boy  Scouts  and  in 
local  leadership  positions  of  The 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints  as  factors  that  have  helped  to 
prepare  him  for  elected  office. 

“I  feel  this  aids  me  in  relating 
effectively  with  people.  I  also  feel 
that  one  of  my  greatest  abilities  is  to 
build  a  cooperative  team  to  get  things 
done,”  said  Willes.  “Besides  these, 
my  business  experience  as  a  vice 
president  of  Deseret  Federal  Savings 
and  Loan  Association  has  given  me 
leadership  skills,  insights  to  business 
problems  and  the  need  for  fiscal  re¬ 
sponsibility.” 

Elder  Oaks 
will  speak 
at  devotional 

Elder  Dallin  H.  Oaks,  a  member  of 
The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints’  Council  of  Twelve  and  for¬ 
mer  BYU  president,  returns  to  BYU 
today  to  speak  to  students  and  faculty 
at  the  Devotional  assembly. 

Before  his  call  to  full-time  church 
service  in  April  1984,  Elder  Oaks 
served  nearly  3'/2  years  as  a  justice  in 
the  Utah  Supreme  Court. 

As  BYU’s  eighth  president,  he’ 
served  the  university  for  nearly  nine 
years. 

The  Provo  native  earned  a  bache¬ 
lor’s  degree  in  accounting  with  high 
honors  from  BYU  in  1954  and  a  law 
degree  cum  laude  from  the  Universi¬ 
ty  of  Chicago  in  1957.

Candidates  Agraz,  Cook,  DePaulis 
all  predict  victory  in  mayoral  race

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  It’s  a  three-man 
show  heading  into  today’s  mayoral  primary  in  Salt 
Lake  City,  with  frontrunners  Jess  Agraz,  Merrill 
Cook  and  incumbent  Palmer  DePaulis  each  predict¬ 
ing  victory.  , 

Eight  candidates  are  on  the  ballot  in  the  non¬ 
partisan  race  to  determine  who  will  serve  out  the 
remaining  two  years  of  Ted  Wilson’s  term  of  office. 
The  popular  Democrat  stepped  down  in  July  to 
become  director  of  the  University  of  Utah’s  Hinc¬ 
kley  Institute  of  Politics. 

The  primary  will  pare  the  candidate  field  to  two 
for  the  Nov.  5  general  election.  Voters  today  basi¬ 
cally  will  be  deciding  which  of  the  top  three  to 
eliminate. 

A  Deseret  News-KSL  poll  released  over  the 
weekend  showed  Wilson-appointee  DePaulis  with  a 
substantial  lead  over  his  closest  competitors, 
gathering  50  percent  of  the  support  of  those  sur¬ 


veyed.  Cook  was  second  with  27  percent.  Agraz , 
trailed  with  12  percent. 

Nine  percent  of  the  respondents  were  undecided, 
and  the  remaining  five  candidates  divided  the  other 
2  percent. 

The  Salt  Lake  County  election  clerk’s  office  esti¬ 
mates  voter  turnout  will  run  about  15  percent,  or 
roughly  equivalent  to  about  13,800  of  the  city’s 
92,500  eligible  voters. 

Cook,  a  Republican,  and  Democrats  Agraz  and 
DePaulis  are  the  only  candidates  who  have  put 
together  organizations  and  raised  enough  money  to 
mount  serious  campaigns. 

The  remaining  five  candidates  are  Jerry  Reid 
Christensen,  Robert  T.  Hoyle,  B.T.  Price  Sr.,  Evy 
Tessman  and  Victor  E.  Willey. 

DePaulis,  40,-  has  occupied  the  mayor’s  office  for 
only  three  months.  He  was  Wilson’s  handpicked 
successor  and  as  such,  stands  to  emerge  as  a  Demo¬ 


cratic  force  in  Utah  if  he’s  victorious  in  November. 

A  former  city  councilman  and  public  works  direc¬ 
tor,  DePaulis  has  stressed  government  and  admi¬ 
nistrative  experience  in  his  campaign,  while  also 
attempting  to  establish  himself  as  mayor. 

Cook,  likewise,  has  stressed  experience;  but  as  a 
businessman  and  manager  who  would  bring  private 
business  into  city  services  and  cut  the  fat  out  of 
local  government. 

To  get  his  message  across,  the  39-year-old  candi¬ 
date,  owner  of  a  mining  explosives  company,  has 
run  a  slick  and  expensive  advertising  campaign 
that  began  almost  from  the  day  of  his  announce¬ 
ment.

Superpower  arms  buildup  pointless 


For  nearly  forty  years,  the  world  has  watched 
the  two  superpowers  hold  each  other  at  bay  with 
nuclear  weapons.  Opposition  to  the  bomb  fell  on 
deaf  ears  in  1949  when  the  American  and  Russian 
combined  arsenals  only  contained  a  handful  of  ato¬ 


mic  weapons.  Since  then,  the  steady  buildup  of 
nuclear  weapons  has  been  strongly  supported  by 


those  who  argue  the  “realities”  of  nuclear  strength. 
One  of  those  supporting  this  theme  of  strength  for 
bargaining  power  is  Senator  Orrin  Hatch  (R-Utah). 

'  Given  Hatch’s  historical  stand  on  nuclear  arms 
issues,  it  is  not  surprising  that  he  took  advantage  of 
an  invitation  to  speak  at  the  dedicatory  ceremonies 
of  BYU’s  Kennedy  Center  for  International  Stu¬ 
dies  to  express  support  for  President  Reagan’s 
Strategic  Defense  Initiative,  or  “Star  Wars”  plan. 
But  the  theory  behind  SDI  is  the  same  as  that 
argued  for  past  nuclear  weapons  programs  —  de¬ 
terring  enemy  aggression.  Like  past  programs,  the 
Star  Wars  plan  will  start  yet  another  mad  rush  by 
the  Soviets  to  increase  their  capabilities  to  pene¬ 
trate  the  Star  Wars  security  net,  most  likely 
through  mass  missile  production.  Modern  technolo¬ 
gical  capabilities  will  prevent  any  lasting  benefits  of 
SDI  from  being  realized.  Even  today,  low  flying 
cruise  missiles  do  not  leave  the  earth’s  atmosphere 
and  are  therefore  immune  to  SDI  energy  bolts. 
Furthermore,  scientists  are  not  even  sure  the  Star 
Wars  project  is  technologically  feasible. 

Despite  these  arguments,  support  for  SDI,  to 
paraphrase  Hatch,  is  a  necessity  because  we  need 
to  convince  the  Russians  we  are  serious  about  arms 
control  and  SDI  proves  our  sincerity.  It  seems  that 
this  was  the  thrust  of  his  speech  at  the  Forum 
Assembly  since  he  totally  abandoned  his  original 
theme  of  encouraging  those  affiliated  with  the  Ken¬ 
nedy  Center  to  earnestly  seek  the  causes  of  war  and 
publish  such  findings. 

As  one  who  has  spent  a  great  deal  of  time  study¬ 
ing  war,  searching  for  its  causes  and  analyzing  its 


effects,  I  would  like  to  share  a  secret  with  Senator 
Hatch.  I  think  I  found  one  —  a  cause  of  war,  that  is. 
He  helped  me  recognize  it  when  he  left  his  original 
theme  to  seek  causes  of  war  and  spoke  instead  of 
the  virtue  of  Star  Wars.  I  say  “recognize”  because 
awareness  of  this  cause  of  war  has  been  with  man¬ 
kind  for  a  long  time.  The  cause  is  not  the  Star  Wars 
plan,  the  nuclear  arsenals,  or  even  the  perilous  iron 
curtain  where  Hatch  reminded  us  of  communist 
soldiers  who  gun  down  innocent  people  trying  to 
escape  the  repression  of  totalitarian  rule.  These  are 
merely  the  various  manifestations  of  an  evil  where 
political  leaders  on  both  sides  of  the  curtain  figure 
to  solve  their  problems  by  the  threat  of  brute  force 
—  herein  lies  a  cause  of  war. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  negotiation  is  a  most  diffi¬ 
cult  process  for  countries  to  foster.  But  the  attitude 
Hatch  and  the  Reagan  administration  had,  that 
being  negotiation  by  threat  of  nuclear  manipula¬ 
tion,  does  little  to  enhance  the  possiblility  of 
meaningful  dialogue. 

The  belief  that  military  tools  can  balance  the  war 
threat  and  stabilize  relations  between  nations  is  by 
no  means  a  new  idea.  A  review  of  the  history  of 
conflict  between  nations  provides  countless  exam¬ 
ples  where  this  theory  was  employed  with  the  best 
of  intentions  only  to  be  followed  by  tragedy  in  near¬ 
ly  every  case.  In  a  similar  vein,  Senator  Hatch  is 
insistent  on  pointing  to  John  Kennedy  as  an  advo¬ 
cate  of  war  preparation  to  prevent  conflict.  I  won¬ 
der,  if  Kennedy  were  alive  today,  would  he  in  fact 
concur  with  Hatch’s  prescription?  When  Kennedy 
assumed  the  presidency  he  gathered  “the  best  and 
the  brightest,”  scholars  heralded  as  America’s 
finest  from  our  most  prestigious  universities  to 
advise  him  on  foreign  policy  matters.  Robert 
McNamara,  McGeorge  Bundy,  Walt  Rostow  and 
others  all  believed  military  strength  was  indeed  the 
only  option  to  consider  against  Ho  Chi  Minh  in 
Vietnam  and  the  Soviets,  both  prior  to  and  follow¬ 


ing  the  Cuban  missile  crisis.  The  bitter  lessons  jc 
these  two  examples  are  significant  factors  in  tig 
drastic  about  face  made  by  McNamara,  Bundy  aiKi 
Rostow  since  their  years  of  service  as  ad  visors. p; 

To  put  it  in  plain  terms,  the  Star  Wars  plan  (aijfi 
the  entire  doctrine  of  peace  through  strength  f$| 
that  matter)  is  bankrupt.  Though  the  threat 
direct  nuclear  confrontation  appears  to  be  less  life* 
ly  today  than  it  did  during  the  height  of  the  cc  4 
war,  the  chances  for  accidental  nuclear  annihilate  4 
is  in  many  instances  greater  now  than  in  ea^li  : 
times.  Once  again  the  evil  is  not  in  the  weapons.  ;s 
is  the  fault  of  the  two  superpowers  who  continue  | 
rely  on  the  components  of  these  dangerous  arsen;  | 
as  bargaining  chips. 

While  the  American  and  Soviet  teams  continue| 
play  nuclear  roulette  with  the  earth’s  fate,  gr< 
tragedies  continue  to,  unfold  around  us.  A  lar 
portion  of  the  world’s  population  starves,  Thai 
World  nations  fight  to  protect  themselves  from  if 
greed  and  underhanded  manipulation  of  the  worls 
rich  countries,  and  our  planet’s  environment  is  H 
creasingly,  threatened  by  the  toxins  of  mn’s  f OS'" 
extravagance. 

I  have  no  doubt  Senator  Hatch  is  sincere  in  J 
call  for  students  of  international  politics  to  find 
causes  of  war.  At  times  I  even  share  in  Hate 
dismay  for  the  Soviet’s  handling  of  internatio  ip 
affairs,  though  I,  unlike  Hatch,  include  the  U  j  |t 
government  as  an  equal  with  the  Soviets  in  add:  i . 
to  the  level  of  international  terror.  My  patiei  I 
ends,  however,  when  Hatch  presents  his  point  I 
view  with  the  crusading  zeal  of  one  who  posits  t ; 1 
the  only  logical  and  virtuous  option  for  dealing  w 
the  balance  of  terror  is  through  continued  reliai  5 
on  strategic  nuclear  weapons.
